Delegates and officials of. the 
United Nations Economic Commia- 
sion for Europe are optimistic about 
the Commission's success In planning 
European self-help across all polltt- 
enl differences, They say the can- 
not estimate, however, hsw! long it 
will take the continent to overcoms 
the ravages of the war, 

General reluctance to forecast tho 
rate of progress appears'to be duc, 
{n part ot least, to uncertainty over 
many vital factors. These Include 
future harvests, possiblo industrint 
unrest and the exfent of American 
ald—-now being. argued Jn Con- 


gress. 
Under tho . Marshall 


plan, as 
enunciated by tho U.S. Secretary of 
State at Harvard Inst Juno, the 
European nations are required to do 
what they can on thelr own find to- 
gether to put Europe on ‘its economic 
fect. ‘The Commision's planning, 
however, is distinct from the Mar- 
shall plan. A full analysis of 
Europe's present economic position 
and prospects ts being prepared by 
the Economic Commission's Research» 
Division. The Division is headed 
by British economist Nicolas Kaldor, 
a notlve of Hungary.

Kaldor is maintaining close ‘secrecy 
nbout the conclusions .of his survey.

Sweden's Professor Gunnar Myrdal, 
the Commission's executive secretary, 
declines specific comment on the 
state of Europe’s economic recovery 
pending publication of the survey. | 

He thas, however, referred fre- 
quently to “considerable progress’ 
mode during the past year both In 
netunl production and. in’ self-help 
mensures taken by various technical 
committees of the Commission: . 
They have been operating here for 
several months with noteworthy 
absence of dissension. One senior 
member of \the Commission's Secre- 
tarint said that even if European 
production developal to a point 
nbove the highest prewar level, 
Europe still would be in desperate 
need. .
